HOW GANGSTERS 
HAD THE RUN OF 
WELFARE ISLAND 


Two Convicts Had Control 


of New York Prison and 
Sold Favors to Others, 
Investigation Discleses. 


HAD SPECIAL FOOD 
AND KEPT PIGEONS 


Lively Narcotic Business 
Among Inmates Bared in 
Surprise Inquiry by May- 
or LaGuardia. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jah. 25. — Welfare 
Island Penitentiary is described as 
“the worst prison in the world” by 
Austin H. MacCormick, Mayor 
LaGuardia’s “specialist” appointee 
as Commissioner of Corrections for 
New York City, who raided the 
place yesterday. He has only been 
in town two weeks from Chillicothe, 
O., where he was in acting charge 
of the Federal Reformatory. 

The raid on the island prison 
was so well planned that the 1700 
prisoners and Warden Joseph Mc- 
Cann himself were not aware of 
the purpose. 

Commissioner MacCormick ex- 
pressed astonishment at conditions 
on the island and, after finding it 
reeking with gang rule, narcotic ad- 
dicts and viciousness, he called it 
“the worst prison in the world.” 

Gangsters’ Valet Service. 

Some of the conditions uncovered 
by the commissioner were: The pris- 
on population was virtually under 
the thumbs of two gangster in- 
mates; these leaders had unnum- 
bered special privileges; they en- 
joyed valet service, special food, 
special sleeping quarters, special 
liberties; they kept pets and even 
raised flowers. (One investigator 
said that whenever the Warden re-' 
turned from a trip off the island, 
his office was profusely supplied 
with flowers from the gangster gar- 
den). 

One of the leaders—the notorious 
target of the Harlem “baby Kkill- 
ers” two years ago—even had his 
own monogrammed stationery. 

When MacCormick’s men walked 
in yesterday morning, Rao was 
shaving. Ordered to “come along,” 
he merely waved his hand and said: 
“Tll go with the next batch.” A 
deputy commissioner snapped, 
“You'll go now, Rao.” 

The other leader, Edward Cleary, 
had a vicious police dog chained to 
his bed., 

Did Little or No Work. 

Both Rao and Cleary enjoyed vir- 
tual freedom on the island and did 
little or no work, and bowed to 
little, if any, discipline. Both were 
exceptionally well dressed. 

Both owned cotes of homing 
pigeons. Commissioner MacCor- 
mick said it was “easily possible’” 
that the pigeons were used to de- 
liver narcotics to Rao and Cleary, 
who are thought to have conducted 
a flourishing trade among the pris- 
oners. A small quantity of a nar- 
cotic was found in Cleary’s quar- 
ters. 

Rao and Cleary had beds in the 
hospital, as did nearly 100 others 
who were designated as satellites of 
the two. Prisoners who could af- 
ford to pay got favors through Rao 
largess, MacCormick 
learned. 

Harry M. Shulman, a State inves- 
tigator who made a survey of the 
prison several months ago, reported 
that out of a prison population of 
11700 only about 1200 would show 
up in the mess hall at meal time. 
The other 500—the leaders and their 
followers and those who could pay 
the privilege—enjoyed the 
“cream of the commissary” in their 
cells. 

A library of 1000 volumes, Shul- 
man reported, dwindled to nothing, 
the prisoners tearing out the leaves 
of books and using them for fuel to 
cook steaks and chops in their cells. 

Shulman said Rao’s garden was 
fenced in, and no one was per- 
mitted to disturb the mci coe with- 
out his permission. - 

“Four Major Rackets.” 

Shulman fisted the “four major 
rackets” in the prison as the sale 
of narcotics, the sale of food stolen 
from the prison commissary, the 
sale of inmates’ clothing (also 
stolen), and the sale of privileges. 

Commissioner MacCormick spent 
the night at the prison. Warden 
McCann was still nominally in 
charge, but without authority to 
issue orders without the commis- 
sioner’s approval. A Deputy War- 
den, Daniel Sheehan, was placed 
under “military arrest” yesterday, 
but later was permitted to leave. 
Commissioner MacCormick said he 
would file charges against Sheehan 
for neglect of duty. 

Knives, finely sharpened razor 
blades, lengths of pipe and even a 
large hatchet were among the con- 
traband found in large quantities 
in the possession of the prisoners. 

More than 200 prisoners are un- 
der treatment at the hospital today

FORMER TELLER 
IS GIVER 3 YEARS 
FOR BANK FRAUD 


Thomas A. McGrath, Ex- 
Employe of Manchester 
Bank of St. Louis, Pleads 
Guilty to 5 Charges. 


TO SERVE TERM 
IN LEAVENWORTH 


Shortage of $5385 Alleged 
in Four-Year Period — 
Judge Turns Down Plea 
for Clemency. 


Thomas A. McGrath, former head 
teller of the Manchester Bank of 3st. 
Louis, was sentenced to three years 
in Leavenworth Penitentiary by 
United States District Judge Faris 
today in his plea of guilty to five 
charges growing out of a shortage 
set in the indictment at $5385. 

The court entered concurrent sen- 
tences of three years on each of the 
five counts, which included charges 
of embezzlement, false entry and 
diversion of funds. The warrant is- 
sued against McGrath when he was 
first arrested charged embezzlement 
of $16,400, but the grand jury made 
charges accounting for a shortage 
of only the smaller amount. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Purteet tald the Court that Mc- 
Grath had committed his pecula- 
tions over a period of four years 
until finally he was detected by a 
national bank examiner. He worked 
chiefly, the prosecutor said, with 
the Heil Packing Co. account as a 
basis. 

The packing company, Purteet 
said, sent a check to the bank at 
the close of each day’s business to

McGrath took these 
checks for himself, he said, but 
balanced the packing company’s ac- 
count by checks against his per- 
sonal account. When added cash

The entries of cash in transit 
were fictitious, the prosecutor con- 
tinued, and designed solely to cover 
up defalcations.

“made only one mistake” and com- 
mitted the rest of his peculations in 
trying to cover it up. He asked for 


clemency for his client, who is 40 


years old and the father of three 
children. 

“Somebody must enforce the law,” 
Judge Faris rejoined. “I never feel 
comfortable in doing it, but 1 sup- 
pose ‘t may as well be me. Some 
thought must be given to our pres- 
ent situation. We are having 
enough trouble with banks without 
worrying about the additional bur- 
den of dishonest bankers.” 

The Court then entered sentence. 
At the time McGrath was arrested, 
he lived at 4114 Alma avenue and 
had been an employe of the bank, 
at 4011 Chouteau avenue, for 20 
years. 


COURT RESTRAINING ORDER 
LETS YELLOW CABS OPERATE 


Judge Hamilton Temporarily For- 
bids Enforcement of Insurance 
Ordinance as to Them. 

The American Taxicab Co. is free 
to put its 194 Yellow cabs back 
into operation as a result of a 
restraining order entered today by 
Circuit Judge Hamilton, prevent- 
ing the city, for the time being, 
from enforcing its ordinance re- 
quiring liability insurance. 

Up to Jan. 16 the American Cab 
Co. had been operating under pro- 
tection of a restraining order ob- 
tained in November. It was va- 
cated Jan. 16, when Judge Hamil- 
ton denied the company’s plea for 
an injunction. 

Reinstatement of the restraining 
order, which is effective until the 
court passes on a motion for a new 
trial in the injunction suit, marks 
return of normal cab service, for 
the time being, at least. Of the 
300 cabs normally operating, almost 
two-thirds are Yellows. Of the re- 
mainder, 46 carry insurance, and 
the others are protected by an in- 
junction ‘fssued by Judge Calhoun. 

Although Judge Hamilton made 
no official comment in entering to- 
day’s order, he told reporters it was 
opinion the American Taxicab Co. 
was entitled to the benefit of a re- 
straining order as much as the 
cabs of other companies, in view of 
the fact that the American com- 
pany’s suit is still in litigation.

NCW -SURTAXES 
UN INCOMES VOTED 
BY HOUSE GROUP 


Revision Approved by 
Committee Expected to 
Bring in $36,000,000 a 
Year in Added Revenue. 


OTHER ITEMS TO BE 
PASSED ON LATER 


Four Pct. Levy on Net 
Earnings Between $4000 
and $6000 Provided—63 
Pct. to Be Highest Rate. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 25. — The 
House Ways and Means Committee 


today approved a revision of the 
income tax rates designed to bring 
in an additional $36,000,000 annu- 
ally in revenue. 

The committee established a flat 
4 per cent normal income tax rate 
on net incomes of $4000, eliminat- 
ing the 8 per cent levy on net. in- 
comes of $6000 and more, but sub- 
stituted a surtax reginning on in- 
comes of more than $4000, net, less 
reductions for family and single 
persons exemptions. 

Chairman Doughton announced 
that the rest of the items would be 
voted on tomorrow and Monday, 
with a view to having the commit- 
tee formally report the measure 
about next Wednesday. 

Summary of Surtax Rates. 

The new surtax rates begin at 4 
per cent on net incomes aboce $4000 
and less than $6000, and are grad- 
uated up to 59 per cent on taxable 
incomes of more than $1,000,000, 
which with the normal 4 per cent 
rate, brings the total on the in- 
comes in excess of $1,000,000 to 63 
per cent. 

Exemptions would remain at $1000 
for single and $2500 for married 
persons and $400 for each depend- 
ent, The-normal rate would stay 
at 4 per cent On all income over 
exem 

Surtakes would take efféét’ on alt 
income over the first $4000 of net 
income, as follows: $4000-$6000, 4 
er cent; $6000-$8000, 5; $8000-$10,000, 
6; $10,000-$14,000, 8; $14,000-$18,000, 
10; $18,000-$22,000, 12; $22,000-$26,000, 
14; $26,000-$30,000, 16; $30,000-$34,00,

It was learned that the commit- 
tee had decidéd to accept the 
Treasur*’s recommendation and al- 
low to Xund the existing law on de- 
pletion and depreciation for cor- 
porations. It was explained that 
the Treasury, under existing laws, 
could issue regulations to correct 
any~ abuses. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau was before the committee 
in executive session today. 

The committee compromised with 
the Treasury and decided to con- 


returns for corporations and their 
subsidiaries, but increased the pen- 
alty tax for filing consolidated re- 
turns to 2 per cent. Thus, if a 
corporation files a consolidated re- 
turn the levy will be 15% per cent, 
compared with 13% for single re- 
turns, 

The committee had estimated 
that by abolishing consolidated re- 
turns, revenue amounting to $20,- 
000,000 would be returned. The 
Treasury disputed this, but the 
penalty tax was estimated to bring 
part of the 
amount. 

Capital Gains and Losses. 

The Hill subcommittee’s revision 
of the capital gains and losses pro- 
visions of the income tax law was 
adopted with a slight modification. 
It was estimated to return $30,- 
000,000 annually. 

It provides as revised: 

“To measure the gain or loss from 
the sale of property by an indivii- 
ual according to the length of time 
he has held the property, the fol- 
lowing percentages of gain or loss 
are recognized for tax purposes: 
“One hundred per cent if the cap- 
ital asset has been held for more 
than one year but not more than 
two years. 

“Eighty per cent if the capital as- 
set has been held for more than 
one year. 

“Sixty per cent if the capital as- 
set has been held for more than 
two years but not more than five 
years. 

“Forty per cent if the capital as- 
set has been held for more than 
five years.” 

In the cases where the losses as 
computed above exceed the gains so 
computed, the excess losses aré en- 
tirely disallowed.

GETS TWO-YEAR TERM 
FOR EXTORTION PLO, 


Former City Sanitarium Guard 
Found Guilty—Wife to Be 
Tried Later. 


Jesse McLaughlin, 25 years old, a 
former guard at City Sanitarium, 
was convicted by a jury in Federal 
Court today of attempted extortion 
of $500 from R. E. La Mear, com- 
mission merchant at 713 North 


Third street. Judge Davis sentenced 
him to two years in the Federal re- 
formatory at Chillicothe, O. 

The jury recommended leniency. 
McLaughlin was prosecuted under 
the Cochran kidnaping and extor- 
tion act, which carries a maximum 
penalty of 20 years’ imprisonment 
and $10,000 fine. His wife, Bessie 
McLaughlin, charged jointly, is to 
be tried later. : 

La Mear testified that last win- 
ter he was at Civil Courts Bufid- 
ing when Mrs. McLaughlin fell on 
the ice in leaving the building and 
twisted her ankle. He and several 
other persons helped her arise and 
when she asked to be taken home 
he took her in his automobile, La 
Mear said. He gave her his name. 
La Mear declared he never saw her 
again until her arrest July 7. Last 
summer La Mear received a letter 
demanding $500 and threatening to 
tell unpleasant things to his wife 
if the money were not paid. 

A suggested rendezvous at 
Kingshighway and Enright avenue 
was kept by La Mear the night of 
July 7. He was accompanied by 
policemen, who hid nearby. It was 
testified that McLaughlin and his 
wife went to this corner and Mc- 
Laughin took from La Mear an en- 
velope ‘containing slips of blank 
paper and five $1 bills. As the po- 
licemen approached McLaughlin 
tried to run away. 

McLaughlin testified his -wife 
wrote the letter and he mailed it 
without knowing its contents. She 
told him, he asserted, that it was 
meant to collect money from a man 
indebted to her. 

McLaughlin had been in jail since 
his arrest. Previously he had re- 
sided at 5105 Delmar boulevard. The 
McLaughlins were married last

C, L. Ristine Confers With 
Justice De partment 
Heads and Black—Study 
of Awards Ordered.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—It .was 
stated in authoritative quarters to- 
day that criminal indictments will 
shortly be forthcoming as an up- 
shot of revelations during the Sen- 
ate investigation of air and ocean 
mail contracts. This development 
followed closely upon the arrival 
here yesterday of Carl L. Ristine of 
Lexington, Mo., who has been ap- 
pointed special assistant Attorney- 
General to handle the matter. The 
names of between 12 and 20 per- 
sons are being considered ‘as pos- 
sible objects of prosecution. 

Shortly after Ristine got in, he 
went into conference with Attor- 
ney-General Cummings, Assistant 
Attorney-General Keenan, in charge 
of the Criminal Division, and Sena- 
tor Hugo Black (Dem.), Alabama, 
chairman of the investigating com- 
mittee. As a result of this conver- 
sation, it was decided to suspend 
the investigation until next week, 
first, to permit Ristine to study the 
record, and second, to forestall any 
possible steps that might embarrass 
subsequent legal action. 

Previous testimony has shown 
that correspondence and documents 
were burned by former Postmaster- 
General Walter Brown and his sec- 
ond assistant, W. Irving Glover. It 
also has shown that hundreds of 
miles of air mail routes were 
awarded without competitive bids, 
and that the Postoffice Department 
co-operated with the three largest 
airline operators to force small 
competitors to sell or abandon their 
lines. 

It was disclosed yesterday by 
First Assistant Postmaster-General 
Howes that Postmaster-General 
Farley had ordered a careful study 
to be made of all air and ocean 
mail contracts, together with evi- 
dence of the conditions under 
which they were awarded, with a 
view to terminating any which 
were irregularly acquired. He also 
revealed that President Roosevelt 
possesses power to terminate any 
such contract by executive order, 
without waiting for legislation. A 
report on the situation will be made 
by Farley to the President. 

The Senate yesterday voted an 
additional grant of $25,000 to pay 
expenses incurred by the Black 
Committee. A large staff of audi- 
tors and investigators has been 
employed to obtain and sift docu- 
mentary evidence obtained from 
the files of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment and the corporations to which 
it awarded contracts. 

Senator Black said he was un- 
certain whether Brown and Glover 
would testify. If they do, he said, 
it-probably would be at their own 
request. As the situation stands 
now he is not disposed to summon 
them. :

Bank of France Rejects ‘Easy, 
Adventuresome Solutions’ of 


Money Problem, Stands by Gold 


“Currency Stability Most Efficient Means of 


Preparing for Return of Lasting Prosper- 
ity,’ Annual Report Says. 


By the Associated Press. | 

PARIS, Jan. 25.—The annual re- 
port of the Bank of France today 
says that gold is more important 
than ever as a monetary standard 
and that France rejects “easy, ad- 
venturesome solutions” of the eco- 
nomic crisis. 

The report makes no mention of 
the United States or other countries 
that have gone off the gold stand- 
ard, but says: 

“We remain more than ever 
convinced that the convertibility 
to gold of money is an indispensa- 
ble condition of sound economic 
and social discipline. 

“However seductive the arti- 
ficial measures whicls history 
shows that people atways turn to 
in periods of crisis, they bring in 
reality only illusory or precarious 
improvement, International com- 
merce, which in the modern 
world is the total riches of all 
nations, cannot take its full score 
as long as the value of the chief 
money is not definitely fixed. 

“Monetary stability thus is the 
mose efficient means of prepar- 
ing for the return of lasting pros- 
perity. 

“But this stability presents, in 
our opinion, a still more import- 
ant significance. It alone appears 
to guarantee the orderly and pro- 
gressive evolution of human so- 


ciety. France will remain faith- 
ful to it. 


“Our country rejects instinctive- 
ly the easy, adventuresome solu- 
tions which she feels are con- 
trary to her basis of interests and 
genius.” : 

The report said that the bank 
during 1933 lost through withdraw- 
als a total of 9,463,000,000 francs 
(about $378,000,000). Of this amount 
the loss in gold was 6,160,102,026 
francs (about $246,000,000), and the 
rest was in foreign exchange. The 
bank had a net profit of 58,000,000 
francs and paid its usual 200-franc 
dividend. 

The weekly statement of the 
bank, issued simultaneously with 
the annual report, showed it had 
lost 93,000,000 francs in gold dur- 
ing the week ending Jan. 19 (about 
$3,720,000 U. S. gold). 

The annual report said _ that 
France suffered an adverse trade 
balance of 10,000,000,000 francs 
about $600,000,000 at current ex- 
change during 1933 and said that 
the costs of too high taxes must be 
lowered in order to stimulate com- 
merce. 

Gold withdrawals from the bank 
during autumn, said the _ report, 
caused a loss of only 6 per cent of 
the reserves, leaving the gold cov- 
erage in France on Dec. 23 at 78.86 
per cent. 

The report urged a reduction of 
the public debt and the lightening 
of the burden on private industry 
in order to help economic recovery. 


KANSAS WARDEN ABSOLVED| 


Board’s Finding in Escape of Seven

his deputy, A. J. Graham, of any 
blame or negligence of duty in the 
escape of seven convicts from the 
Kansas prison last Friday. 

As to the conduct of subordinate 
officers and guards, Dr. James M. 
Scott, chairman, said: “The board 
believes the guards lack the proper 
spirit or morale. This is due, we 
believe, to the fact that most of 
them have had little or no previous 
experience as peace officers.”

gains and losses does not apply. 
However, capital losses sustained 
by corporations are allowed only to 
the extent of capital gains. Under 
present law corporations are al- 
lowed to offset capital losses 
against ordinary losses. 

The capital gains and losses plan 
is not made applicable to stock in 
trade or property which is included 
in the taxpayers’ inventory. 


In adopting the new income tax 
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program, the committee approved 
an amendment offered by Repre- 
sentative Bacharach (Rep.), New 
Jersey, to allow a 10 per cent re- 
duction on earned incomes up. to 
$8000. The taxpayer is allowed 
$3000 for earned income, but any 
amount between that and $8000 as 
earned income will have to be 
proved by him.

Her voice almost breaking, Fac- 
tor’s wife repeated the phone con- 
versation to the jury. First, she 
said, the kidnaper asked her what 
name she called her husband, and 
asked her the meaning of a Jewish 
word. 

“T said ‘what have you done with 
my husband,’” Mrs. Fator testified. 

“He said ‘have you got the 
money?’” 

Says $70,000 Is Not Enough. 

When she replied that she had 
raised $70,000, the kidnaper told 
her, “That’s not enough. I don't 
think you want your husband 
back.” 

Mrs. Factor replied: “I do.” 

The kidnaper said: “Jack (Fac- 
tor) said you could raise it. You 
know your husband hasn’t eaten 
for four or five days; he’s pretty 
weak.” 

“The money doesn’t mean any- 
thing, all I want is my husband,” 
she replied. 

“I'll see what I can do,” the 
voice said. “Of course, I’m not 
the only one. I'll call you tomor- 
row.” 

At that time, she told/ the 
Prosecutor, she did not in fact 
have the $70,000, but was attempt- 
ing to get it. 

Touhy, Edward McFadden and 
Gustav Schaefer, all defendants in 
this case, were arrested some weeks 
after the kidnaping: The three, 
with Sharkey, were later taken to 
St. Paul to stand trial for the 
Hamm kidnaping. They were ac- 
quitted there, but Sharkey took his 
own life while the gang was await- 
ing extradition to Illinois. 

A large part of the period Fac- 
tor was missing, it developed, Dr. 
Solloway and the kidnapers were 
quibbling over a watch. Even up 
to the final day of the speculator’s 
imprisonment, this dispute con- 
tinued.

As He.Sees Social Results. 


“As I see it,” he said, “the social 
results of this bill are hideous. It 
is a moral degradation of repudia- 
tion of a covenarit by the Govern- 
ment with its people. We shall 
later see the cruel effect of stimu- 
lated and sustained speculation by 
wiser citizens whose plunder comes 
from the ignorant-and the poor. 
Self-denial and thrift are penal- 
ized. The economic effect is just 
the opposite pf what is intended. 
It concentrates wealth instead of 
diffusing it. It will ultimately im- 
poverish the whole people. é 

“As wages and salaries rise more 
slowly than prices, these classes 
will suffer in favor of equity hold- 
ers of stock. Tne insurance policy, 
savings bank, and other bank de- 
posits, and all small investors, 
which in total comprise the major- 
ity of the creditors, will lose. The 
fact that it will help the debtor, 
if it be a fact, will not overcome 
these severe penalties upon others.” 

Hastings renewed his caustic crit- 
icism for the $2,000,000,000 stabiliza- 
tion fund which he said the Secre- 
tary of Treasury could use for 
speculation and “rigging” the Gov- 
ernment bond market. 

“While this fund is called a stabil- 
ization fund,” he said, “it is not 
too much to say that to carry it 
out is to conduct a gigantic form of 
speculation. The power of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to speculate 
in gold, foreign exchange, and other 
instruments of credit and securities 
is limited only by the amount of the 
fund,

s his Secretary of the Treasury -are 


“Rigging the Market.” 

“That part of the fund that is 
not used for this purpose may, with 
the consent of the President, be 
used for ‘rigging’ the market in 
Government bonds. Through Sen- 
ate investigations it has been devel- 
oped that one of the favorite 
means of successful speculations is 
rigging the market. Those who 
participated in it have been roundly 
condemned by the public press and 
by the people generally. But right 
in the midst of it, and-before we 
have forgotten the huge sums of 
money lost by the poor and ignorant 
investor by this means of specula- 
tion, we are asked to create a fund 
that will permit the Government it- 
self, through its Secretary of the 
Treasury, to conduct this sort of 
gambling. This comes, too, right on 
the heels of the condemnation of 
the President of the United States 
of the ‘money changers,’ he having 
declared with much force ‘that they 
must be driven out of the temple.’ 

“But aside and apart from what 
may be considered the morals of 
the situation, let us view it from a 
practical point of view and see 
whether it is likely to be helpful to 
the average pérson in America. 


“IT think it may be truthfully said 
that when a Government = goes 
speculating it gets the worst of it 
in every case. We are about to 
go into the most gigantic specula- 
tion on currencies, In that bed are 
all the private speculators in the 
world and many other Govern- 
ments. This fund is left in the 
hands of one man, Mr. Morgen- 
thau, who does not ever. claim to 
know the intricacies of that game. 
Let us see whether this is for the 
common people or whether it is in 
the interest of the big speculator. 

“Let me give an illustration of 
what I have in mind: 

“Before the 4th of March, every 
shrewd speculator knew that the 


President intended to devalue or 
tinker with the:dollar. All ot ‘us 
knew and we were afraid. The 
President's inaugural address reas 
sured no one. Thi- genera] knowl- 
edgé resulted in a run on gold and 
flight of capital. This nad much 
to do with the pank failures, it 
has been estimated that somewhere 
‘between one and three billion dol 
lars in American money is in 
refuge abroad. Aside from direct 
flight, exporters have ieft their 
money abroad, and interest pay- 
ments to the United States have 
been held abroad, This money was 
mostly in flight or held at relative 
currency values much lower than 
at present. — 
Gives an Illustration. 

“Take the illtistration of the spec- 
ulator who, on. Jan. 30, 1933, con- 
cludef to invest $10,000,000 of 
American money in British pounds. 
The British pound was selling at 
that time at $3.37 and he, there 
fore, acquired £2,967,000 for his 
American money. He would like to 
bring the money home now when 
the dollar will still purchase about 
90 per cent of what it would have 
purchased last February, but he 
finds that he is not the only spec- 
ulator who did the samé thing. 
There are many more of them, the 
total amount being something over 
a billion dollars. If they all tried 
to bring their dollar home, they 
would overcrowd the exchange and 
lose part or all of their profit, but 
if they can get the Secretary of 
the Treasury to stabilize the ex- 
change for them so that they can 
-get for their pounds its present 
price of $5.10 instead of $3.37, the 
original cost, the man who invested 
the $10,000,000 can make a profit 
of $5,131,000. 


“Why should not such a specu- 
lator be interested in seeing this 
two billion dollar fund created? 

“What he did in shipping his 
money abroad in January of last 
year was performing no service to 
his country, but, on the contrary, 
was aiding in the bank panic when 
he shipped it. If left alone, he is 
in the position of the bear operator 
who has to get his money home the 
best way he can. He became a bear 
operator against the best interest 
of his cournfry. He cannot realize a 
profit until he can get his money 
back here. 

“In the name of stabilization, this 
bill asks us to help him. 

“In addition to this, does anybody 
believe Mr. Morgenthau can beat 
the British at the game of ex- 
change?” 

About the Constitution. 


Launching into his legal argu- 
ments, Hastings, with an ironic 
smile, said that he realized it was 
useless to discuss constitutional 
questions before the Senate. As a 
matter of fact, in normal times 
nothing delights the Senators as 
much as hair splitting arguments 
on a fine constitutional point. 

“Those who are in favor of the 
proposed legislation,” Hastings con- 
tinued, “will justify their own con- 
science in this regard by the reali- 
zation that the constitutionality of 
laws, as passed by Congress, is to 
be determined by the Supreme 
Court, and that you cannot defin- 
itely predict beforehand what that 
decision will be. 


“It seems to me the constitution- 
ality of this particular question is 
so important that we ought not to 
take the chance of putting into ef- 
fect this revolutionary monetary 
system unless we are reasonably 
sure that it can be sustained. Some- 
body has suggested, in reply to this, 
that the same argument could be 
made with respect to all of the 
emergency relief legislation enact- 
ed by the Congress within the last 
several months. I do not think this 
is true. There has been much dis- 
‘cussion as to the constitutionality 
of the NRA, but, if that should be 
declared to be unconstitutional, i+ 
would not be difficult to readjust 
the affairs of the nation to meet 
that decision. 

“The same is true, so far as I 


know, of every other emergency 
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legislation except that which per- 
tains to money. 

“In the first place, we find the 
Government repudiating its promise 
to pay its own obligations in gold 
coin. Certainly no thoughtful law- 
yer can definitely say that the Su- 
preme Court will uphold that act.” 

- Recapture of Gold. 

| Hastings 
ident’s executive order against gold 
holdings might be. held constitu- 
tional unless it was held otherwise 
because of the transferring of legis- 
lative powers to the President. He 
insisted, however, that the recap- 
ture of the gold by the Federal Re 
serve banks might be in violation 
of the “due process” clause of the 
Constitution. : 

Hastings quoted at length from 
court decisions, that the Govern- 
ment, in taking over property from 
a citizen, should put the owner in 
as good position pecuniarily as he 
would have been if his property had 
not been taken. The gold seizure 
clause of the pending bill, he con- 
cluded, violated these decisions. 


Delegation of Authority. 


Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
debating the issue of giving the 
President power to regulate the 
gold. value of the dollar, asserted 
that a power of such magnitude 
could, under the nation’s funda- 
mental law, be exercised only by 
Congress. Senator Robingon of 
Arkansas, the Democratic leader, 
replied that, under well established 
precedents upheld by court rulings, 
there was no question of the valid- 
ity of the present proposal. 

“I contend that minor powers 
may be delegated to another agency 
to be carried out,” said Austin. 
“There are numerous instances of 
this. But I think that this par- 
ticular power: is a power that has 
been held by the courts to be of 
the highest magnitude.” 

“The courts have held over and 
over,” responded Robinson, pound- 
ing his desk, “that Congress can 
choose an agent, fix the rules of its 
procedure and when it has done so 
it is a valid delegation of author- 
ity.” 

Borah of Idaho, Independent Re- 
publican, reminded Austin that Con- 
gress in the past has delegated the 
taxing power to other agencies, in 
the flexible provisions of the tariff 
law, in the Interstate Commerce 
Comission’s authority over railroad 
rates and in many other instances. 

Senator Reed of Pennsylvania, a 
leader among the Conservative Re- 
publicecg, said he agreed with Rob- 
inson that by furnishing an agency 
with a “rule of action” Congress 
can authorize it to exercise other- 
wise legislative powers. This was 
true, he said, in the case of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, and 
the flexible tariff law, but, he add- 
ed: “The trouble with this proposi- 
tion is that the power is delegated 
with no rule of action prescribed.” 

Robinseon disagreed with an as- 
serted opinion that the bill laid 
down a rule of action as clear as 
in the instances mentioned.

Fire burned fiercely for several 
hours last night in a four-story 
building at 213 North Second street, 
occupied as a warehouse and man- 
ufacturing plant by the Brooks Pa- 
per Co., with offices in the Security 
Building. 

Damage to the building was esti- 
mated by Fire Chief O’Boyle at $10,- 
000." R. W. Brooks, 6306 Waterman 
avenue, president of the company, 
placed a valuation of $100,000 on 


the. stock of cellophane and wrap- 
ping paper, but said he was unable 
to estimate the loss, which is cov- 
ered by insurance. 

The fire was discovered at 8:25 
o’clock by a watchman, who sent 
in the alarm. The first firemen on 
the scene sent in-a second alarm. 
The fire, of undetermined origin, 
was at first confined to the lower 
section ofthe building but, due to 
the inflammable character of the 
contents, it gained headway up an 
elevator shaft and an hour after 
the discovery a third alarm was 
sounded. 

With 15 pumpers, five hopk-az#d- 
ladder outfits and a water tower 
on the job, the fire fighters tackled 
the blaze from all sides. Hose 
lines were run to the upper floors 
of nearby buildings in a determined 
effort to beat down the flames, 
which had burned through the rear 
section of the roof. The back sec- 
tions of the upper floors collapsed, 
carrying with them quantities of 
paper stock. It was after midnight 
before the danger had been over- 
come. Some firemen remained on 
the scene all night, pouring water 
on the debris.

DEGIDES FOR BANKS 
ON P. S. CO. BALANCES 


Federal Judge Davis Approves 
Depositories’ Action in 
Appropriating Funds. | 


Federal Judge Davis today ap- 
proved as legal the action of St. 
Louis banks, April 12, last, in ap- 
propriating balances of a total of 
$500,346, which were held to the 
credit of the Public Service Co. The 
banks appropriated the balances 
shortly before the issuance of a re- 
ceivership decree for the street car 
company, and applied them on a 
$10,000,000 indebtedness of the 
street car company to the banks. 

Judge Davis suggested to Re- 
ceiver Kiel that he file a proceed- 
ing to determine whether the de- 
posit of a $1,626,000 block of United 
Railways 4 per cent bonds, as part 
of the collateral for the bank loan, 
was legally void. The Public Ser- 
vice Co., the Court said, had ac- 
quired these bonds by purchasing 
them on the market. In case of 
such purchase of its underlying 
bonds, the street car company’s 
practice was to retire the bonds. 

Judge Davis denied the petition 
of Abe Slupsky, a holder of United 
Railways 4 per cent bonds, to ‘in- 
tervene in the receivership case. 
Slupsky, in his petition filed last 
May, alleged that the street car 
company acted without authority in 
putting up $10,625,000 United Rail- 
ways bonds as collateral for its 
$10,000,000 loan. Slupsky asked that 
the banks be restrained from sell- 
ing the bonds, and required to sur- 
render them to the receiver for 
cancelation. He charged that the | 
company was obligated to retire 
and cancel such bonds when pur- 
chased by it. 

The court said the matters men- 
tioned in Slupsky’s petition would 
be taken care of in the progress of 
the receivership proceeding.

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Last spring, in its haste to get 
some kind of beer legalized, the 
Legislature passed the Brogan-Rob- 
erts 3.2 per cent beer act. It made 
easy provision for the selling of 
3.2 beer in many small retail places, 
but it provided also that no seller: 
of 32 beer should have on hi 

premises “any intoxicating liquor of 
any kind or character, 
beer having an alcoholic content 


in excess of 3.2 per cent by weight.” 


This is still the law, not to be 
changed until another session of 
the Legislature, in regular course, 
one year from now. Attorney-Gen- 
eral McKittrick has ruled that, so 
léng as this provision of the Bro- 
gan-Roberts law is unchanged, no 
dealer can sell both 3.2 beer and 
stronger beer, or hard liquor. 
This means that the proprietor of 
a saloon, or whatever the by-the- 
drink places are to be called, can 
carry lemon soda and sarsaparilla 
in stock, as the oldtime saloons 
used to do, but cannot sell the mild 
3.2. Any customer who asks for 
3.2 will have to be persuaded to 
take a soda or a “sass” instead, or 
he can march out to the nearest 
drug store or restaurant and get 
his 3.2. 


Brewers Cause Complication. 


Further complicating this situa- 
tion, brewery representatives have 
demanded that the sale of the more 
strongly alcoholic beer, gererally 
known as 5 per cent beer, shall be 
divorced from that of whisky and 
other liquor. 

The Dickmann administration's 
pending liquor control bill, on which 
tomorrow night’s hearing was 
called, provides for only one class 
of license for sale by the drink, it 
to authorize sale of 5 per cent beer 
and hard liquor, and to cost 53500 
a year in addition to the State’s 
$300 fee. Alderman Gummels’ sub- 
stitute bill, which also will be in the 
hands of the Public Safety Commit- 
tee when the hearing is held, does 
not require that the sale of 5 per 
cent beer and hard liquor be sep- 
arate, but makes such an arrange- 
ment possible. The Gummels bill 
provides for a $150 city license fee 
for selling 5 per cent beer, and $300 
for all liquor,-including such beer.

Article 3, charging that he con- 
spired with Finney and others to 
defraud the State, brought a vote 
of 5 to 35, and the ballot was 19 to 
21 on article 4, alleging that through 
his friendship and relations with 
Finney he had lost his usefulness as 
Attorney-General. 

Boynton admitted on the witness 
stand that he had served as an at- 
torney for Finney and had _ profited 
through a market deal with the

Mrs. Myrtle Blacklidge 
Comments, ‘I Haven't 
Got 75 Cents, I'll Have 
to Go to Jail.” 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 25.—A jury has 
returned a verdict for $7500 against 
Mrs. Myrtle Tanner Blacklidge, 
who was sued for $100,000 for 
alienating the affections of Norman 
Nottingham, patrol wagon driver, 
by his wife, Susanne. 

“My, I haven’t got 75 cents; I'll 
have to go to jail,” said Mrs. Black- 
lidge. It was recalled that she re- 
ported several years ago that $50,- 
Q00 of borrowed money was lost in 
a faro game swindle at Springfield, 
Nl. 

The law provides that defendants 
in such cases who do not pay the 
judgment may be incarcerated for 
six months—if the plantiff pays the 
board bill amounting to $3.50 a 
week. In that case it would be Mrs. 
Nottingham who would pay. 

Mrs. Nottingham, who testified 
to doing her own detective work 
by crawling up on roofs and other 
places on dark nights to spy on 
Mrs. Blacklidge and Nottingham, 
was not in court when the verdict 
was returned. Neither was Mrs. 
Blacklidge nor the crowds of spec- 
tators that attended the trial. 

It had taken the jury of 10 self-' 
admitted “happy husbands” and 
two bachelors six hours to arrive 
at a verdict last night. 

Mrs. Blacklidge had testfied dur- 
ing her turn on the stand to rent- 
ing an apartment under an assumed 
mame as a rendezvous for the 
meetings between her and Notting- 
ham. 

Her attorney, Eugene Meegan, in 
his final plea to the jury pictured 
her as a widow—age 42—whose hus- 
band and son had died within a 
fortnight of one another, and who 
later lost both her money and job. 
She formerly was Internal Revenue 
Collector. 

“There she was, gentlemen of the 
jury, without husband, son, friends, 
job or money,” he said. “Then this 
man Nottingham stepped into her 
life and said, ‘Is there anything I 
can do for you?’” 

Meegan compared the friendship 
that developed between the widow 
Blacklidge and Nottingham to a 
snowball. 

“It was just like a snowball, gen- 
tlemen—the more it rolled along, 
the ,more it grew and grew,” he 
said.

Two Frenchmen in Duel — 
Shoot Twice But Miss 


Deputy and Lawyer Meet Bloodlessly in 
Football ‘Stadium—Depart Unsatisfied 
as Gendarmes Arrive.

PARIS, Jan. 25.—The first duel 
growing out of charges and coun- 
ter-chargés in the $40,000,000 Ba- 
yonne municipal pawnshop scandal 
was fought today in an empty, foot- 


ball stadium in the Pare des Princes 
on the outskirts of Paris. It was 
bloodless. 

Deputy Andre Hesse and John 
Beineix, a lawyer, met in the mid- 
dle of the athletic field before 20,- 
000 empty benches in a biting cold 
wind. Each fired two shots at the 
other without result. Both ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the out- 
come, then they stalked off the 
field with their attendants. 

The duelists arrived with their 
seconds at 9:25 a. m. and were ad- 
mitted to the stadium by the jani- 
tor.

GREATER INDUSTRIAL 
READINESS FOR WAR 


Preparedness Now at “Higher 
Degree Than Ever Be- 
fore,” Says Woodring. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Assist- 
ant Secretary of War Woodring said 


in an address today that President 
Roosevelt's creation of emergency 


agencies closely paralleled the 
Army’s “contemplated setup for in- 
dustrial mobilization.” 

Woodring’s address before the 
Women’s Patriotic Conference on 
National Defense by coincidence fol- 
lowed disclosure of a move on Capi- 
tol Hill to have the Army and Navy 
“take Congress into their confi- 
dence” on secret plans for defend- 
ing the nation in case of attack. 
Chairman McSwain of the House 
Military Committee plans to ask 
the Rules Committee to give a pre- 
ferred status to his resolution for 
a survey by Congress of the de- 
fense system. 

Woodring made partial disclosure 
of the Army’s plan for mobilizing 
industry in the case of any war 
crisis. Woodring explained the 
plans were designed to prevent 
profiteering, sabotage, or such chaos 
ac accompanied the purchase of 
supplies at the :'art of the World 
War. Citing one instance of the 
thorough detailed work that had 
been done, he said 15,000 industrial 
plants had been surveyed, and in- 
formed of just what items they 
would be required to furnish. He 
asserted the United States now had 
“a higher degree of industrial pre- 
paredness” for war than ever be- 
fore. 


AUSTRIA AWAITS BERLIN REPLY 


Government Demanded Guarantee 
Against German Nazi Agitation.

VIENNA, Jan. 25.—The Austrian 
Government still waited today for 
a reply from Berlin to a recent de- 
marche demanding Germany’s guar- 
antee of Austrian independence. 
Newspapers, however, demanded 
speed if international action to safe- 
guard Austrian independence is to 
be successful, and urged the Gov- 
ernment to make representations to 
the League of Nations Council ask- 
ing help in the Austro-German sit- 
uation.

MACHINERY MAKERS 
SURVEY CONDITIONS 


Capital-Goods Business Off 70 
Pct. but Industry as a Whole 
Reports Optimism. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—An assay 
of one-third of American industry, 
comprising the men who make the 
machines, was announced today by 
the American Society of Mechani- 
cal Enigineers in its official journal 
' Costs up, prices down, a 50-50 di- 
vision of opinion on NRA and a 
general feeling of optimism sum- 
marizes the survey. The technologi- 
cal name of this class of business 
is the capital-goods industries, and 
its product is machinery and 
mechanical equipment. 

“Under conditions of normal busi- 
ness activity,” says the _ report, 
“these industries account for about 
30 billions out of a total of 80 bil- 
lions. of dollars of national business 
in the United States. They employ 
normally about eight million work- 
ers.” 

Survey Made in St. Louis. 


to 30 per cent of normal, the coun- 
cil of the Engineering Society ap- 
pointed a special committee to 
study prospects for revival of in- 
dustry in this class. To "Make the 
assay representativé, investigations 
were made in five cities selected 
for geographical spread and variety 
of products. 

The cities were Worcester, Mass., 
Philadelphia, Atlanta, St. Louis and 
Milwaukee. In them 169 business 
concern were surveyed. These com- 
panies make machinery for textiles, 
food, chemicals, machinery, paper 
and printing, iron and steel prod- 
ucts, leather and leather products, 
lumber, stone, giass, clay, non-fer- 
rous metals, tobacco, rubber goods 
and miscellaneous. 

Findings Summarized. 

“The findings in general,” says 
the report, “are these: (1) Produc- 
tion costs have increased, with only 
a few exceptions. (2) Prices have 
not advanced to cover increased 
production costs, and profits are 
down in the majority of the con- 
cerns reporting. (3) About two- 
thirds of the concerns have no 
plans for modernization of ma- 
chinery and mechanical equipment. 
(4) About 60 per cent report that 
they would not invest in machinery 
or mechanical equipment at the 
present time. (5) As regards the ef- 
fect of NRA and the codes of fair 
practice, the returns are equally di- 
vided for and against. (6) As re- 
gards optimism or pessimism toward 
the immediate future of business, 
the majority are optimistic. 

“A significant feature of these 
returns is that essentially the same 
attitudes and points of view are 
reported from all five of these in- 
dustrial cities, indicating a unan- 
imity of opinion, although the local- 
ities are widely separated geo- 
graphically and a variety of indus- 


tries were explored.”

People Would Rise Up and 
Smash Radio Sets and 
Proclaim Republic.

LONDON, Jan. 25.—If King 
George delivered one single speech 
in an “Oxford accent,’ declared 
George Bernard Shaw in a letter 
to the Times today, on that same 
day his people would rise up and 
proclaim a republic. / 

Shaw’s letter was generally re- 
garded as the last word in a con- 
troversy which has raged in the 
newspapers over pronunciation. The 
controversy was started by the 
British Broadcasting Commission's 
committee, of which Shaw himself 
is chairman, when it issued a list 
of pronunciations recommended for 
radio announcers.

CALCUTTA, Jan. 25.— The peril 
of disease has followed the earth- 
quake which killed thousands 10 
days ago. Authorities said they 
thought about 6000 had been killed 
outright by the quake itself, al- 
though unofficial sources placed the 
death toll as high as 25,000 and as 
low as 4000. 

Disease was especially threaten- 
ing in the provinces of Bihar and 
Orissa where hundreds of bodies 
still were said to be under debris 
which, in. places, was as much as 
15 feet deep.

Chinese River Boat Blows Up 
When Cargo of Tallow 
Catches Fire.

drowned last Sunday night when 
the Chinese steamer Weitung 
caught fire in the Yangtze River, 
belated reports disclosed today.

34 persons escaped. 

An account of the disaster was 
brought by the Chinese - steamer 
Kiangan which arrived from Han- 
kow.

Aboard were 200 pas- 
sengers, a crew of 50 and a cargo 
of tallow and cotton.

Many plunged into 
the ice river and were lost.

It 
is so sad to realize that everyone could 
have plenty, but never will. Many of 
us must grow old and die in hunger and 
privation because the rich are greedy and 
the poor are stupid. 

It is wrong—every way but legally, the 
rich attend to that—for one person to be 
in possession of $100,000,000. Is everyone 
asleep that we do not grasp the fact 
that it is wrong? Why, one person could 
hardly count that much money in a life- 
time. How in creation could he earn it? 
Nobody is worth that much to society. 

I argue (with whomever I can wake 
from his lethargy long enough) that 
$1,000,000 is enough for anybody. That is 
being very fair and tolerant. That will 
allow plenty of “rugged individualism.” 
But more than that, no. The minute a 
™Man’s possessions exceed a million, the 
surplus should automatically go into a 
Government fund for unemployment, old 
age, sickness, children, the blind and the 
helpless, for parks and playgrounds, for 
the advancement of science and _ the 
eradication of disease. H. D. 


Senator Monroe and the Missouri Senate. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE complaint of Senator James O. 

Monroe of Collinsville, Ill., about the 
severity of the Post-Dispatch in its criti- 
cism of the Missouri Legislature, is only 
natural, coming from a fellow-legislator 
of another state. In my opinion, how- 
ever, the newspapers in this State have 
been too mild in their attitude toward 
our Legislature. The manner in which 
our Senate in particular carried on in 
the last session cannot be condemned too 
harshly. Any member of a representative 
government, conducting himself as most 
of our Senators did, ceases to be a pub- 
lic servant, but becomes instead a pub- 
lic parasite. 

If the Illinois Senator were really se- 
rious in his concern over the future of 
democracy, he would expose and seek to 
eliminate the evil practices that are lead- 
ing to state dictatorships. He would cer- 


tainly not attack newspapers that aim at 


better government. 

The lessons learned by the rise to pow- 
er of Mussolini and Hitler under similar 
circumstances are too recent to be over- 
looked by thinking citizens interested in 
liberty and democracy. 


| FIGHTING SMOKE IN ST. LOUIS. 

The multitudinous activities of the CWA are broad 
enough to include the St. Louis fight on the smoke 
evil. With 66 CWA workers employed as temporary 
inspectors and instructors, there is hope of greater 
accomplishment in curbing the noxious fumes than 
in past years. In the last three weeks, Director of 
Public Safety Chadsey reports, the reinforced staff 
has investigated 5000 complaints, and has produced 
56 per cent reduction in those cases. Past experience 
has shown that soot fall decreases as the inspection 
staff increases. 

Smoke is one of the most pressing problems of St. 
Louis. Every citizen knows the physical discomfort 
caused by the dense, fume-laden atmosphere of win- 
ter days, and eyery housewife knows how the con- 
stant soot fall aggravates the task of keeping home 
furnishings clean. Physicians assert that curtail- 
ment of smoke would decrease the prevalence of 
respiratory ailments. The acids held in suspension 
by smoke clouds do heavy damage to buildings. 
Smoke means a waste of fuel, estimated by a recent 
investigator as one-fifth the coal used here for heat- 
ing purposes. Exact figures on waste and damage 
are, of course, impossible to obtain, but Henry Ober- 
meyer, in his recent book, “Stop That Smoke!” esti- 
mates it at $15,000,000 a year for St. Louis. 

Everyone is agreed on the necessity for checking 
this evil, but the slow apparent progress of the fight 
has been discouraging. Nevertheless, the annual soot 
fall has been cut almost in half since organized anti- 
smoke activities began seven years ago. Other cities 
have shown progress as well. New York City’s smoke 
nuisance has been abated by an estimated 80 per cent 
in four years. Chicago is launching an extensive 
drive, with 500 CWA workers, who will investigate 
fuel-burning apparatus in all buildings. 

In view of present economic conditions, it would 
be impracticable to urge the purchase of costlier fuels 
and smoke-consuming devices by households ard in- 
dustrial plants. Nevertheless, these would in time 
pay for themselves by the savings effected. Means 
for reducing smoke are available and practicable, 
however, requiring only instruction in the methods. 
By instruction, inspection and prosecution of per- 
sistent offenders, much can be done to abate the evil 
here, and reduce the annual damage to health and 
property. 

_ It is only a question of time until smoke will go 
the way in St. Louis that muddy hydrant water went. 
The realization that we could not invite the world 
here to see the Louisiana Purchase Exposition with- 
out providing clear water at the tap forced a solu- 
tion of that problem in the present clarifying process. 
The necessity to solve the smoke problem has become 
equally pressing. We have been promised from time 
to time that coke was to be the way out; but, so far, 
coke has not been able seriously to challenge the cost 
of soft coal. We have smoke because soft coal is 
cheap. Until something else becomes cheap, the city 
will wrestle in darkness, as Jacob did, with an ad- 
versary who will flee only the dawn.@ 
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REBIRTH OF A DESERTED VILLAGE. 

Lebanon, a thriving community in Southern New 
Jersey, died a sunicide’s death 68 years ago. Founded 
in 1851, the village of 60 houses had centered around 
a prosperous glass works and a saw mill, the former 
employing 150 men at its zenith. In those 15 years, 
the two industries had cut up and burned up all the 
trees in convenient radius. Shipping in fuel was un- 
profitable, so the plants were abandoned. The inhab- 
itants moved away, and their houses fell into ruin. 

The curtain rises again on the forgotten village in 
1934. Nature and time have done their work, and the 
site now is in the center of a State forest. Two com- 
panies of CCC workers, including 420 men and their 
officers, now are camped on the spot, engaged in con- 
serving nature’s resources where their grandfathers 
wasted them. 

The history of Lebanon is an epitome of the 
changes in our forest policy. Exploitation brought 
wealth to one generation, poverty to its successors, 
and conservation has evolved as the rational solution. 
The cedars (and other species} of Lebanons the coun- 
try over shall grow again under the new era’s wiser 
course. 
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THE REFUGE THAT WAS GREECE. 

With Edgar Allan Poe, it was “the glory that was 
Greece.” . 

With Samuel Insull, it is “the refuge that was 
Greece.” 

In Poe’s case, it was a poet’s impersonal regret for 
a golden wonder that had gone. In the case of In- 
sull, it is the poignant despair of a disenchanted wan- 
derer, against whom all the doors are closed, save 
the breeze-swept gates of Chicago. That statement 
may not be the precise fact, but it carries the impress 
of truth. For the ‘highest court of Greece has de- 
clared Insull must go, and there is, practically speak- 
ing, no place to which he can turn but the country 
from which he is a fugitive. 

The verdict was a foregone conclusion, after the 
similar ruling of the Minister of the Interior. So 
the battling, litigious visit in Attica, which has kept 
Insull’s name intermittently on the front page, will 
end next Wednesday, unless illness procures the 
grudging clemency of an extension. 

And through all those parlous days there has been 
no intimation of how Insull has been faring in 
Athens, But now, with the ultimatum of banish- 
ment, we are told that the unwanted guest has been 
living “in a richly furnished hotel suite.” And, how- 
ever humble it must have seemed, compared with 
the splendor of the utility emperor’s feudal castle, it 
was vastly more comfortable than the dreadful cir- 
cumstances from which some of Insull’s investors 
sought suicidal escape. 

The tears of the Insull tragedy, if there are any, 
should be dedicated to the legion of his ruined 
victims. 
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SAYS THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL.

A GOOD RECORD. 
Two months remain for the Missouri Supreme 
Court’s Judicial Commisdion to complete its recom- 
mendations for the elevation of legal practice in. this 
State through authorized control and regulation. 
What part the organized bar will have in the com- 
mission’s plan has not been announced, and may not 
yet be determined; but it is good to know that for- 
mer Gov, Caulfield, its chairman, favors an integrat- 
ed bar, with power to take testimony and to give 
advice to the courts. 
Meanwhile, it would be an injustice to the respect- 
able members of the legal profession in St. Louis, 
who, after all, are in the great majority, not to give 
the St. Louis Bar Association credit for the fine work 
of purgation it has done during the past two years 
and is continuing without let-up. Figures tell the 
story. In the 10 years’prior to the election of former 
Circuit Judge William T. Jones as its president, the 
local bar association proceeded against only two 
lawyers, one of whom was disbarred. During the 
year of Mr. Jones’ presidency, and thus far in that 
of his successor, Walter R. Mayne, the local bar or- 
ganization has sought the disbarment of 15 lawyers. 
The contrast between the lethargy of the past and 
the current vigorous activity becomes all the greater 
on reviewing the disposition of disbarment cases in- 


against have been disbarred. Two have been suspend- 
ed. The case of one is under advisement after trial. 
The remaining six are awaiting trial, This is a rec- 
ord of accomplishment,which represents the expendi- 
ture of much time and money by the St. Louis Bar 
Association in recent months. While many members 


}of the association have co-operated to make it pos- 


sible, special credit must go to Thomas F. McDonald, 
chairman of the committee on grievances since June, 
1932, when the activity began, and to George F. 
Wise, attorney for the committee. 

As we pointed out at the time of the fight in the 
Missouri Legislature for an incorporated. and self- 
disciplining bar, the bar association as now consti- 
tuted is a voluntary .organization, without court 
authority. The committee on grievances can proceed 
only after a complaint is registered with it, and then 
its members bring suits as private citizens and are 
responsible for the costs. The lawyer accused may 
ignore the hearings if he chooses to do so, or he may 
attend, knowing that the committee cannot take 
sworn testimony. Obviously, such restrictions as 
these prove a great hindrance in the task of cleaning 
up the legal profession. 

In answer to the criticism that the committee on 
grievances proceeds against “the little fellow,” it is 
only fair to quote Chairman McDonald’s pledge that 
the committee will act in any instance in which it 
receives a just complaint or in which there appear 
to be statutory grounds. There must be a case, and 
it would be foolish-to imstitute a large number of 
suits, most of which could not possibly result favor- 
ably from the bar association’s standpoint. More- 
over, as Mr. McDonald points out, it is usually the 
comparatively unknown lawyer who preys on poor 
persons. 

Considering the obstacles which it faces in such 
cases, the St. Louis Bar Association is making a 
good record. It deserves the community’s gratitude.

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RECOGNITION FOR CUBA. 

Such popular rejoicing as Cuba had not seen since 
the flight of Machado has been occasioned by this 
country’s recognition of Col. Carlos Mendieta as pro- 
visional President. In extending its hand to the new 
Cuban administration, our Government keeps Mr. 
Roosevelt’s pledge of recognizing any regime “in 
which the Cuban people manifest their confidence.” 
Mendieta commands that confidence to a greater ex- 
tent than any Cuban executive in years, and recog- 
nition will be a powerful aid to him in maintaining 
it. His sympathies lean to the conservative side, 
but he has the respect of all save the extreme rad- 
icals. He bears a reputation for honesty, and has a 
good record as a participant in Cuba’s war for inde- 
pendence and as an anti-Machado leader. Being ob- 
viously this country’s favored candidate for the post, 
Mendieta holds an advantage over previous execu- 
tives. 

The United States can do a great deal in helping 
Cuba to solve her problems, and in freeing herself 
from foreign economic bondage. 
velt has turned thumbs-down on American interven- 
tion abroad, the way is cleared for repeal of the Platt 
amendment, which gives, this country that right in 
Cuba. 

Our tariff on Cuban sugar has contributed largely 
to the island’s troubles, and the time has come for its 
amendment, together with provision of a generoug 
quota for that product and a reciprocity agreement 
to aid Cuban agriculture. If Cuba can obtain control 
of its banking system, now dominated by Américan 
financiers, it will be well on the road to recovery. 
Tempcrary loans to get Cuba out of its present emer- 
gency May be necessary, but this country’s ultimate 
policy should agreé with that of the island’s New Deal

What could be more attractive to 
the cautious investor? The trouble with it 
is that it is too attractive.“ It is so attrac- 
tive that it puts a premium upon non-in- 
vestment in capital goods, and if persisted 
in, is bound ‘to retard seriously a sound 
industrial recovery. 


There were, no doubt, sufficient reasons. 


why this particular short-term issue had to 
be made so attractive, but it is important 
to realize now that if the Treasury and the 
Federal Reserve System are to do their 
proper part in stimulating recovery, they 
will have to pursue a very different policy 
in the future. They will have to pursue a 
policy which puts pressure on the banks and 
upon investors to turn to long-term private 
capital issues. The way to do that “is to 


bring down the interest rates, first on short- 


term Government money, then on long-term 
Government money, and finally on long-term 
private money. 

* > . 


To understand the principle of this thing, 
let us take an extreme and fantastic exam- 
ple. Suppose the Government offered to 
borrow all the money that anyone would 
lend, at the rate of 10 per cent on 30-day 
I. O. U.’s free of all taxes, Would anybody 
invest in anything else? Who would lend 
money to a failroad to buy locomotives, or 
to a home owner to build a house, or to a 
store to buy goods, if he were guaranteed 
10 per cent by the Government and could 
get his cash back at the end of the month? 
Under these conditions, private financing 
would come to an.absolute standstill, and 
with it the machinery of business. 

Now, of course, nothing so absurd as this 
is happening. By borrowing very large sums 
for short periods at high interest rates, the 
Government is providing a beautiful refuge 
for banks and invest~rs who do not want to 
But recovery 
means a willingness to take some risks. 
That means lenders and investors «must be 
made to feel that it is unprofitable not to 
take any risks. That means they must be 
able to earn very little money in interest ir 
they take no risk. 


But that is not all. This policy not only 
makes it attractive not to lend to industry; 
it makes it extremely unattractive to bor- 
row. For if the Government’ is paying a 
lot of money for no risk whatever, business 
has to pay exorbitant rates to borrow. That. 
is exactly what has happened. 

The Government pays 2% per cent, tax- 
exempt, for a year. The yield on the very 
best corporate bonds is about 4% per cent, 
and on bonds that représent enterprise and 
— * the average yield is as high as 7.8 per 


This surely is one of the fundamental ‘rea- 
sons why we do not have that private capital 
market which everyone is yearning for. The 
ability provisions of the Securities Act are 


| mo doubt deterrent. But as long as private 


long-term capital is so expensive and Fed- 
eral short-term capital so attractive, it is 
difficult to see how private investment can 
be expected to revive. 

For the past two years, the British have 
been dealing effectively with this problem. 
Since the beginning of 1932, they have 
brought down the yield of long-term Govern- 
ment bonds from more than 4 per cent to 
about 3 per cent, of industrial debentures 
from about 5% per cent to 4 per cent. This 
is an enormous difference. When you re- 
duce the yield on a bond from 4 to 3 per 
cent, you reduce the income by 25 per cent. 
The investor holding such a bond promptly 
begins to look around for a bond that will 
give him a better income. That means he 
must move out of the area where there is no 
risk into ‘the area where there are risks 
because there is enterprise. 

The capitalist, especially after he has had 
‘a bad fright, is all for sitting at home in 
front of the fire. If you make it too com- 
fortable for him there, he will never go out 
of doors and go to work. So what you have 


to do is to feed him less and less while he 


stays at home till he begins to feel hungry 
and ambitious. 

That is what the British have done to their 
capitalists. By a bold cheap-money policy, 
they have depressed the rate of return on 
the safest investments to a point where 
money has begun to go back to work. These 
high rates for no risks which our Treasury 
is paying are just nothing but a way of 
“pauperizing” the capitalist. They have 
much the same effect as a dole which pays 
so well that a man would rather be on the 
dole than take a job. 


So much for the principle: On the tech- 
nical procedure, I do not venture to have 
an opinion, But it is difficult to see what 
can be fundamentally wrong in J. M, 
Keynes’ recent suggestion that the Federal 
Reserve System should begin replacing its 
short-term Governménts with long-term Gov- 
ernments. The Federal Reserve holds over 
two billions of securities. If it began to buy 
long-term Government bonds, it would force 
down. the yield by raising the price. This 
would enable the Government to sell iong- 
term bonds instead of short, and to convert 
its large floating debt. 

If the policy were pursued boldly, capital 
would find it increasingly unattractive to 
remain entrenched in bonds with no risk, 
and would begin to seek’ bonds and stocks 
that represent enterprise. This would re- 
duce the cost of borrowing, and so encourage 
business men to borrow. 

Technical as it is, the reduction of the 
rate of interest is one of the prime condi- 
tions of a business recovery, and it is time 
that the Treasury and thé banks began to 
do something about it.

Woman Said to Have Been Under 
Mental Aberration. 


A Coroner’s . verdict of suicide 
while suffering a mental aberration 
was returned today in the death of 
Mrs. Florence Stanton, 52-year-old 
widow who leaped from a second 
floor window at De Paul Hospital 
early Tuesday.

Heat the pea and tomato soups, 
add the beef broth, seasoning and 
crab meat and get boiling hot.

Broiled Lamb Chops. 

On a hot broiler quickly sear thick 
lamb chops. Reduce the heat and 
cook slowly from 15 to 20 minutes. 
Salt and pepper, and on each chop 
place a ball of mint butter. 


Mint Butter Balls. 

Slightly cream one-fourth pound 
of butter. Add the juice of one-half 
lemon and one-half cup of finely 
chopped mint leaves. 
balls and placg one ball on each 
chop as it comes from the fire. 

Baked Creamed Potatoes. 

Chop fine three cups of cold 
boiled potatoes which have been 
cooked in their jackets. Add three- 
fourths cup of heavy cream and 
season with salt and pepper. Pack 
very solidly in buttered baking cups 
and bake in a hot oven about 30 
minutes or until a golden crust is 
formed. Turn out and surround 
meat platter. 

Corn Bread Patties. 

One egg. 

One and one-half cups of coarse 
corn meal.

Three tablespoons of bacon 
drippings or shortening.

Add drippings and bak- 
ing powder and beat hard. Grease 
shallow round tins and pour in bat- 
ter about one-fourth inch thick. 
Cook in a hot oven until nicely 
browned. 

Snowball Pudding.

Two and one-half cups of flour. 

One-half cup of milk. 

Two and one-half teaspoons of 
baking powder.. 

Four egg. whites. 

One teaspoon of vanilla. 

Pinch of salt. 

Cream the butter until light and 
frothy, then gradually add the 
sugar and continue creaming, add 
vanilla, then the milk and flour, 
which has been sifted three times. 
Beatin the baking powder hard 
and the last thing fold in the four 
egg whites which have been 
whipped stiff with the pinch of salt.
